Although there hias as yot appaared no Bag-
lish edition of the works of which we would
speak, nor yet in there any translation, except
one ln prospect, we feel warranted in referring
to the fuot that the lnst volume has made Its ap”
pearanco in Parls and has reached -onr. shored.
It s in nine volumes, aud 18 of doep interost to
the student of political economy, Tt gives us &
view of De Tooqueville both s & Yoting man
and s & sage. His “'Demooracy in America”
has reoured for him a personsl interost in the
heartd of many, and in the intelletts of all think-
ing citizens of our republic; and the faot that
we wiil shortly be tavored with a sranslation of
his Hie, works, letters,.and speeches, Is & most
agrocable one, The present volume treats of
his speeched. From it we will make a few run.
ning quotations, '

It was full slx years before the revolufion of
1848, and uearly ten befors Louls Bonaparte
execuled his ooup delal, that De Tooqueville, In
a speeth in the Chamber of Deputliéa on the
statc ol the ocouniry, in whioh he pointed out
the general relaxstion of publie morals, s grow-
ing desire for oflice, the indiflerence of the peo-
ple amidet attacks on seclety, the paralcious
cllects of & governmental policy which ad-
dressed Imelf to the worst, iustend of to the bet-
ter, impulses of the oitizens, and the equally de,
moralizing effects of political coslisions based
not on principle but on interest, nmong others
spoke the following words: —

“Yes, gentlemen, itis necessary that some-
body should declare, und that tne people, who
hear ue, should learn, that the representasive
aystemm 'in in peril. The patlon, which feels its
mconveniences, does not sulliciently appreciate
its advantages, . . . . And liberty, too, let
me be permitied o say, is in peril, Undonbtedly,
whon weé bave the entire use, and sometimes, 1
will grant, witness the abuse, of fiberty, it may
mprnr puerile to say thatitis in peril. Itis

1¢ that these perils are not tmmediate, but
aliow me to aflirm that it has been by this mode
of aotion thatl nations in all ages have lost their
liberty, To be zove, 1 see no one wan areal
enough to become our master; but I say—and
may my couniry tolerate my words respoct-
fully—that 1hus have all nations proceeded
when  preparing  for themselves ‘s master,
I know mnot where he le, or from
which quarter ho js to come: but he will
come, sooner or later, il we continue o follow
this road. . . . -.Quw, gentlemen, if all this
be true, what is the result? Itis that the public
#pirit in this country, assailed in s very prio
ciple, 18 threatened with destruciion. 1t resules
that iustend of opinlons which, as 1 have just
said, might sorve as a solld basis, be it to an op-
position, be it to & Governmont, we meet only
with a colleerion of petty private interasts,
moblle and transient, w{nch can afford no point
of support to anjbody, neither to the Govern-

nent mor to the opposition, and which neces-
sarily surrenders the whole of soociety and the
Goyermment which rules it to a perpetual mo-
bility, from which nothing cun spring but anar-
chy and universal ruin.”

In twe powerful speeches in opposition to the
foreign  policy of M, Guizot, delivered in 1843
and 1845 respectively, ho displays no less saga-
city, and considerably higher talents as a parlia-
meniary orator. We cannot refrain irom quot-
ing the concluding words of the second speech,
m which he showed the tameness and colorless-
ness, the timidity and the tear of a policy which
chasrnoterized Louis Philippe's foreign eflorts:—

*‘What Biate isjthere in Europe, little or great,
whch believes that in any atfair, small or great,
but wom which difficulties might arise, France
would step forward, would remain at the brench,
would pursue her enterprises to the end—enter-

rizes, let me add, most jusi and most necessary
Vhore f2 the State, where can you fiad s cabinet,
which would lntln}ge (torgive the expression) in
such dreams? There is none, It 15 known every-
where that you will take nobody’s slde, that yon
will not do snything, Well, If itis possible in
this way to secure the t.rnnquillits\'lof a reign, it
will never be possible thus to establish the per-
manency of & dynasty, None has ever been
founded in this manner. Dyuasties are not thos

lanted Im the cofl, No, gentlemen. BSooner or
ater my countr: will see that what I say hers 18
demonstrated by expeddence.”

Thus spoke De Tocqueville years before the
revolutionary tempest of February burst npon
France,

1Y this sab-
jects us to unpopularily and defeat, we shall
confront these a8 sercnely ns, and far leas
anxiously than, we assumed the responsibilities
0l sueeess and power,

“The negro,” us such, is nothing to us: but
humaunity, justive, equal rights before the law,
are everything, Tooeuy justice nud opportunity
10 the humblest, the most despised or dejosied,
10 orime which recks the foundation of the
strongest Siate, It 18 o crime which unseltles
wdd blasts. Not for the negro exclusively, Bt
in 1he ntercst ol every buman belng, do we de-
mand that the laws of our country, aad of every
part of it, shisll be conformed to the dictaies ot
eternal meht, so that every one shall joyfuliy
feel and aceept the obligatious of loyalty aud pa-
triotism.
